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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION AND ELECTION REQUIREMENT 



Sir: 



In the Office Action mailed July 1, 2004, the Examiner requires restriction under 35 
U.S.C. § 121 between the claims of Group I (claims 1-14) and Group II (claims 15-18). 
Applicant believes the restriction requirement is not warranted and therefore respectfully 
traverses that requirement, as discussed further below. However, in order to further prosecution, 
Applicant provisionally elects to prosecute Group I, claims 1-14. 

Applicant respectfully submits that the search and examination of Group I and Group II 
together can be made without serious burden. Section 803 of the MPEP states that, "[i]f the 
search and examination of an entire application can be made without serious burden, the 
examiner must examine it on the merits, even though it includes claims to independent or distinct 
inventions" (emphasis added).
